Ice 
threatens many of the buildings on the 
water front tn this city. Merchants on 
the south side have begun to move 
their goods in fear that the wind would 
drive the Ice high enobgh up to bring 
about destruction of building*. The 
conditions were a little better yester¬ 
day but the alarm has not yet been re¬ 
moved. 

Pour Eskimo sealers who were far 
out at sea were cast adrift when the 
wind broke up the Ice floes on last 
Tuesday. They soon became Invisible 
and as rescue was Impossible It Is con¬ 
ceded they either perished on account 
of the cold or were lost In an effort to 
gain the shore. 

Reports which come from every camp 
on the peninsula indicate that there 
Is much suffering. In this regard Nome 
has escaped except In a few instances 
where proper precautions were not 
taken.

George F. B. James, an engineer from 
Kelowna,- B. C., who Is at present In 
-Montreal, has some Interesting Inform¬ 
ation to give concerning the fruit dis¬ 
trict of the Canadian West. 

"Everybody knows, of course." said 
Mr. James to the Montreal Star. *lhax 
Kelowna Is the centre of the greatest 
fruit-growing district in Canada, but 
what ifae average man does not know 
Is that there Is now springing up In 
the little town a very Important tobac¬ 
co industry. 

“A* early as 1*94, a Mr. Ix>utn Hol¬ 
man came from the United 8tale*, and 
•eeing the possibilities for tobacco 
culture In the fertile district around 
the Okanagan lake,, made preparations 
for commencing business on a fairly 
considerable scale. 

"Little success was obtained by the 
near enterprise for some years. In IBM 
a factory was built, but owing to poor 
management this was not an unquali¬ 
fied success Now, however, with the 
advent of business-like methods, the 
tobacco Industry In the Okanagan dis¬ 
trict has become an Important Indus¬ 
try. 8o successful Indeed has the to¬ 
bacco growing and manufacturing busi¬ 
ness become In recent years that a 
large cigar manufacturing concern has 
moved its Montreal factor)' to Kelow¬ 
na. and Is contemplating the removal 
of its Winnipeg factory to the same 
place In the very near future. 

"One of the chief difficulties ex¬ 
perienced up-1111 now with the grow Jug 
of tobacco In the district has been the 
obtaining of a good wraper for ci¬ 
gars. For a number of years It has 
been necessary to import the floe Su¬ 
matra leaf for wrapping purposes; but 
now by means of Rowing some of the 
tobacco under awnings of cheesecloth, 
a satisfactory wrapper Is obtained.

Two grown 
cock Chinas coming together at breed- 
log time win fight let the death. Any 
unusuar object brought dose to the 

grown birds will drive them frantic 
with fear. In this condition they will 
beat against their harriers and kill 
themselves, and hena In breeding sea¬ 
son will frequently lay Immature or 
soft shelled eggs after auch a fright. It 
stands the pheasant breeder In stead to 
refuse admittance to his pens during 
the summer months, for persona under¬ 
standing the conditions will not take 
offence at such a refusal. Parties visit¬ 
ing pheasantrles often cause (he death 
df several very valuable birds through 
sheer fright before leaving. 

Cocks and hens look exactly alike 
until about ten weeks old. ,JTh*n the 
cock bird begins to show Its dark green 
feathering on Its head, later on the 
blotching# of colors come out on the 
breast. At this age cocks and hens 
can be kept together In large numbers, 
but by February the birds must be 
separated for mating. Large numbers 
of cook birds may be safely kept to¬ 
gether at this age If no hens are near. 
The introduction of hens during the 
breeding season wU| promptly Etgrt I 
furious fight. 

Nortilnally Free From Disease. 

Pheasants being practically wild 
birds, era exceptionally free from any 
diseases, and when they do appear are 
the direct fault of the ca re l es s n ess of 
the keeper.

The Chinese phea¬ 
sant when wild will hatch Its own eggs 
and makes a model mother, hut when 
In captivity it'loses this Instinct and 
refuse* to get. The ban t a m s make 
especially fine mother* for pheasants, 
end these are the bird* used aa foster- 
mothers on this big farm. It requires 
a Urge flock of these little fellows to 
do the work, as they are very small 
and cannot cover more than eight or 
nine eggs at a time. 

It requires twenty-three days to 
hatch out Chinese pheasants, and when 
they appear they are little, tiny fel¬ 
low*. tame aa any chickens. They are 
brown In color, with black stripes run¬ 
ning down their hanks. 

For the first twenty-four hours they 
are left strictly alon e with their foster- 
mother. fur nature has provided them 
with nourishment for that length of 
time. At the end of this time they are 
ready for their first meal, and here
